Traloman Meets Fatal 
Accident | ere 


Last Wednesday just after the Call 
had gone to press, about 2:45 p.m., 
one of the most shocking railway ac- 
cidents known to have occured here 
was reported, by which Trainman C. 
G. Wilton of Calgary was instantly 
killed by slipping on the icy track and 
the wheels ran over alsmost the en- 
tire length of his body, 


Officer Batts, Dr. Simmonds and Dr. 
Farquharson were at once notified and 
the remains removed to Geo. W. 
Evans’ undertaking establishment, 

An uncle of the deceased arrived 
the following morning from Calgary 
and returned with the remains tiat 
afternoon, Mr. Harry Wilton had 
brought the deceased when a young 
lad to Calgary from his home in Der- 
byshire, England, and looked after 
him ever since and naturally felt very 
keenly the loss of his nephew, aged 
30 years, 

This was the unfortunate man’s 
lirst trip down the main line, making 
What is known as a “spare trip”, and 
the other men of the train crew had 
met him that day for the first time. 


Coroner Dr. Farquharson held an 
inquest at 10 o’clock Thursday morn- 
ing, when the jury rendered the fol- 
lowing: 

We the jury sworn to hear the ev- 
idence as to the death of Charles 
Wilton find that Charles Wilton came 
to his death between 2 and 3 o'clock 
p.m, on Wednesday, the 27th day of 
February, 1929, in the C.P.R. yards 
ut Gleichen, by being run over by a 
car while on switching operations in 
the yard and we find that this was 
purely accidental, We further find no 
blame can be attached tj the C.P.R. 
Company or to any of the train crew,

the muscles, The spinal cord must 
have been completely divided, there- 
by causing instantaneous death.

BRIEFLY TOLD 


Vancouver, B.C., is under serious 
consideration as the site for the next 
$50,000 Wrigley marathon swim, 
Elwood Hughes, director of the event 
has announced, 

The Daily Mail, London, Eng., says 
the Czecho-Slovakian minister of the 
interior has refused Leon Trotzky a 
passport visa to permit him to enter 
that country. 

Reports from apparently well-in- 
formed quarters in Canton, sald the 
Canton government expects the Na- 
tionalist government at Nanking 
soon to launch a military campaign 
against it. 


The addition of the lash to penal- 
ties for trafficking in drugs was ap- 
proved by the special committee of 
the House of Commons, which is 
considering amendments to the 
Opium and Narcotic Drugs Act. 

Approximately 35,000 bushels of 
seed have been graded and sealed 
under registered grades since’ the 
Dominion seed branch of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture started opera- 
tions in Saskatoon at the beginning 
of the year, 

“The recommendations of the Im- 
perial wireless and cable conference, 
1928, have been in general accepted 
by the governments concerned, in-| 
cluding the government of Canada,” 
Hon. P, J. Veniot, postmaster-gen- 
eral, stated in the House of Com- 
mons, 

The Toronto city council has au- 
thorized the board of control to call 
for designs for a memorial to Sir 
Adam Beck. The memorial is not to 
cost more than. $25,000, and its main 
feature is to be a bronze statue of 
Sir Adam. The monument will be 
erected on University Avenue, Tore 
onto.

Profitable To Sow 


Although Cost Is Higher, a Substan- 
tial Profit Is Shown 

Registered and unregistered seed 
of oats, wheat, barley ,and peas were 
sown side by side in land of equal 
richness on the experimental station, 
at Ste. Anne de la Pocatiere, Quebec. 
When the crops were harvested it 
was found that there was a very sub- 
stantial profit secured from the use 
of the registered seed, the cost of 
which was about two-thirds higher 
in each case than the unregistered 
seed sown, There was also charged 
against the registered seed charges 
of 15 cents per acre for inspection, 
and 5 cents per bushel for registra- 
tion. Expressed in money the profit 
per acre from the registered seea 
amounted to $26.62 for the oats, 
$28.04 for wheat, $18.80 for the bar- 
ley, and $13.20 for the peas. Further 
details with respect to this test and 
other tests carried on at the Ste. 
Anne de la Pocatiere Station are re- 
corded in the report of the superin- 
tendent for 1927, published by the 
Department of Agriculture, at 
Ottawa,

Edison Probably Right In Statement 
About Scientific Knowledge 
Interviewed on his last birthday, 
Thomas Alva Edison, speaking with 
regard to future scientific progress, 
said: “We don’t know one-millionth- 

of- one per cent, about anything. 

For a man whose head contains 
more scientific knowledge than that 
of almost any other human being, 
that is a strong statement to make; 
but Mr. Edison is probably right. 

Humanity has made such rapid 
and tremendous progress during the 
last hundred years that we are apt|~ 
to think we have almost exhausted 
the sources of knowledge. The pace 
of progress, particularly since the 
Great War, has taken our breath 
away and we have ceased to wonder 
at anything. We say, “What next?” 
and take the newest marvel for 
granted. A new discovery has no 
“kick” for us nowadays. 

And yet, when we think of what 
people didn't know one thousand or 
even one hundred years ago, we can- 
not even imagine what people will 
know one hundred or one thousand 
years hence. Comparatively speak- 
ing, we will seem & more ignorant 
people in the years 2000 and 8000 
than those who lived in the early 
period of the Victoria age appear 
to us now. 

The discovery of the properties of 
steam marked the beginning of a new 
era of invention. Then electricity 
took its place, and that opened up 
another era. Electricity is a young 
science, and only a few years ago 
our research workers discovered an 
altogether new avenue of exploita- 
tion by means of radio. And the 
possibilities of radio have scarcely 
been touched yet. 

A day is coming when electricity 
will be as out of date as some ot 
the processes of pre-electric or pre- 
steam days. When scientists suc- 
ceed in harnessing the atom — anu 
they are working at it now, all over 
the world — the world will see 
changes which will make everything 


else at the present time seem like the 
condition of affairs qt the dawn of 
civilization,

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Base Is Established 
By Byrd Expedition 


Spot At Lip Of Glacier Is Safest Site 
In Antarctic 


The Bay of Whales, where the 
Byrd Antarctic expedition {s building 
its base, is actually on the lip of a 
glacier 300 miles or more wide. 

Seemingly one of the most precar- 
fous spots for an explorer’s head- 
quarters, it nevertheless is one of the 
safest sites in the whole Antarctic. 
The story of this glacier, in the cen- 
tury that men have known it, is it- 
self an epic. 

‘It is by thousands of times the 
largest glacier known,” says Dr. R. 
C. Murphy, of the American Museum 
of Natural History, himself an Ant- 
arctic veteran. ‘The ice comes down 
from high land to the south, from 
the direction of the pole, and spreads 
out over the basin, believed to be a 
shallow portion of the Ross Sea. The 
giacier forms a great ice gulf, pro- 
jecting 400 miles out over the sup- 
posed water, and filling the basin of 
Ross Sea from shore to shore to a 
width of more than 300 miles. 

“Finally it breaks off into the wa- 
ter, and there, at the breaking line, 
Byrd has his base, but because this 
glacier is so different from others 
the tiny scientific city on the edge 
of the ice seems safe. 

“One peculiar feature {s that at the 
bay the shore line has remained fix- 
ed, In this region the ice breaks off 
along about the same contour year 
after year. The reason is not yet 
fully understood, but may be due to 
the configuration of the sea bottom. 
This bay is comparatively close to 
the eastern shore of Ross Sea, 

“The data on the bergs cast adrift 
from the 800 or more mile sea front 
of this glacier reveal another of the 
peculiarities which make it different 
from other glaciers, The breaking 
off of the ice is rhythmic, that is, it 
proceeds in waves, covering long per- 
fods of time, whereby in some years 
the volume of bergs is much greater 
than at the other end of the cycle. 
The glacier moves forward at a lit- 
tle less than 500 feet annually. 

“Some of the bergs are described 
as whoppers. So vast are the masses 
of ice dropped into the Antarctic 
ocean that their melting exerts 4 
profound effect upon weather, even 
influencing rainfall of parts of the 
tropics, as evidenced by the rhyth- 
mic changes paralleling the changing 
ice conditions in the cold southern 
seas,”

Britain’s Wheat Market 


Valuable To Canada 


Interesting Facts Brought Out In 
Report Published From Ottawa 


The market in Great Britain is 
worth twice as much to the Cana- 
dian wheat grower as the markets 
of all the rest of the world taken 
together. That is a fact that stands 
out in a report published from Otta- 
wa giving the export figures for the 
present crop year up to date. Put- 
ting it another way, if all other 
countries barred our wheat by ex- 
cluding tariffs, the Canadian farmer 
could still find a market for two- 
thirds the amount of wheat he now 
produces—in Great Britain. Or, if 
Britain barred our wheat, we would 
have to find buyers elsewhere for 
three times the amount of wheat we 
are able to sell in other countries at 
present, 

Canadian wheat—and every other 
Canadian product—has a preference 
in Great Britain, The proof is that 
no other importing country in Eu- 
rope admits our wheat on the same 
favorable terms. Should Britain 
ever adopt a tariff, there is no doubt 
whatever that Canadian wheat would 
be admitted on the most favorable 
conditions granted to any wheat- 
growing country. A tariff is being 
actually proposed there in order that 
@ financial preference could be given 
to Canadian wheat. The British 
market is the permanent outlet for 
Canada's surplus wheat crop, incom- 
parably the largest outlet there is, 
and the largest there is likely to he. 
That is a fact which Canadians ought 
to keep in mind when they think of 
international trade—and when they 
are thinking of buying imported 
goods._-Edmonton Bulletin.

Radio Brosdeasting In Canada 


The Canadian Government recently appointed a Royal Commission to 
study and make report on the whole subject of radio broadcasting in 
Canada, That Commission, headed by Sir John Aird, is at present in 
Europe studying the methods employed in Great Britain and some of the 
continental countries, It proposes to also study the methods followed in 
the United States, and, later, will hold public sittings throughout Canada 
with a view to obtaining the opinions of Canadian citizens, 

The importance of this Commission's work can hardly be  over- 
stated. Radio has, in a few short years, come to occupy a vital position in 
the lives of ‘the people, while the future possibilities of this newest form 
of entertainment, and its importance as a means of publicity, are such 
that the national interests demand that a well defined policy in the inter: | 
ests of all concerned, but more particularly in the interests of the Dominion | 
itself, be developed with the least possible delay. | 

The question that naturally arises in the minds of patriotic Canadians 
is whether or not the radio in Canada is to be dominated by wealthy and | 
powerful private interests in the United States 


, just as the moving picture 
business has been, or whether Canada will itself develop an ucceptable | 
system of national broadcasting. 

It has to be recognized and accepted as a fact that the great Unitea | 
States moving picture corporations control the situation in Canada, if not 
through actual ownership and management of Canadian moving picture 
theatres, at least through the making and distribution of the films that are 
shown in this country. There can be no successful denial of the assertion 
that because of this control of films it is possible for Unitea States ideas, 
sentiments, enterprises, modes of living, and general propaganda of al 
kinds, to be insiduously injected into the lives and thoughts of the Cana- 
dian people. In a word, one of the most powerful agencies for the 
dissemination of ideas throughout Cariada is in the hands of private ana 
wealthy corporations in a foreign country. 

To a large extent the situation has developed through the 
enormous circulation which United States magazines and periodicals of au 
kinds have secured in Canada, Apart from the effect which the reading 
njatter in these periodicals has upon Canadian thought, the advertising 
matter constitutes a powerful agency attracting millions of Canadian 
dollars across the line for the purchase of United States products. 

In Great Britain radio broadcasting is under the direction of the 
Government through the medium of a national broadcasting organization, 
Owners of receiving sets pay a license fee, and the money thus realized is 
expended in providing worthwhile programmes, In the United States, on the 
other hand, broadcasting is in the hands of private interests. Good pro- 
grammes are nationally broadcasted, but they are paid for through adver- 
tising sandwiched in at intervals throughout the programmes, All this 
material, specially prepared for United States consumption and to meet the 
requirements and promote the interests of United States business, is carriea 
through the air into ‘hundreds of thousands of Canadian homes every day 
in the year, 

It is not necessary to be anti-American, or in the slightest degree un- 
friendly to the United States, to nevertheless realize that this is not a good 
thing for Canada in a national sense. Our Canadian broadcasting stations 
are widely scattered over the Dominion, They have not the broadccasting 
power of the big U.S, stations. Nor have they the resources to finance the 
same type of high class and expensive programmes offered in the United 
States. Canadian national advertisers have not the same large market to 
appeal to, and consequently cannot afford to spend tens of thousands of 
dollars in radio advertising. 

Furthermore, do the Canadian people prefer private control ot radio 
broadcasting, finunced on the basis of advertising, to the system which

The Jersey cattle sale of B. H. 
Bull & Son in Toronto the other day 
resulted in the highest average 
prices for the breed yet recorded in 
the Dominion.

This included many 
yearling heifers and young bulls. 
The top animal, Brampton Bay 
Xenia, sold for $8,000.- This is the 
third highest price ever paid for a 
Jersey cow in North America. 


Running down a timber wolf with 
a railway locomotive was the un- 
usual sport tried near North Bay 
recently when a C.P.R. light engine 
bagged a 90 pound specimen. 
Engineer M. Lafontasie on rounding 
a curve saw the wolf on the tracks a 
short distance ahead, and opening 
the throttle, succeeded in striking 
the beast with the pilot steps.

By way of comparison it may be 
said that for the period of the crop 
year, August 1 to January 31, the 
* grading of Saskatchewan Pool deliv- 
eries from the 1927 crop showed only 
per cent. as falling into the 
‘grades from No. 4 to feed, while the 
corresponding figures from the crop 
of 1928 is 55.81 per cent. The cause
